The Creole Village.---A Sketch froma 
Steamboat.

In travelling about our motely counfry, I am often re- 
minded of Ariosto’s account of the moon, in which the 
gocd palladin Astolpho found every thing garnered up 
that had been lost on earth. Sol am apt to imagine, 
that many things lost in the old world are treasured up 
and perpetuated in the new; having been continued 
from generation to generation, since the early days of 
the colonies. An European antiquary, therefore, curious 
in his researches after the ancient and almost obliterate 
customs and usages of his country, would do well to 
put himself upon the track of somh early band of emi- 
grauts, follow them across the Atlantic, and rumage 
among their descendants on our sheres. 

In the phraseology of New England might be found 
many an old English provincial phrase, long since ob- 
solete in the present country, with some quaint relics of 
the roundheads; while Virginia cherishes peculiarities 
characteristic of the days of Elizabeth and Sir Walter 
Raleigh. 

In the same way the sturdy yeomanry of New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania keep up many usages, fading away 
in ancient Germany, while many and honest, bread- 
bottomed custom, nearly extinct in venerable Holland, 
may be found flourishing in prestine vigor and luxuri- 
ance in some of the orthodox Dut:h villages still linger- 
ing on the banks of the Mohawk and the Hudson. 

In no part of our country, however, are the customs 
and peculiarities, imported from the old world by the 
early settlers, kept up with more fidelity than in the lit- 
tle poverty stricken villages of Spanish and French 
origin, that border the rivers of ancient Louisiana.— 
Their population is generally made of the descendants 
of those nations, maired and interwoven together, and 
occasionally crossed with a slight dash of the Indian. 
The French character, however, floats on top, as from 
its buoyant qualities, it is sure to do, whenever it forms 
a particle, however smell, of an intermixture. 

In these serene and dilapidated villages, art and na- 
ture seem to stand still, and the world forgets to turn 
round, The revolutions that distract other parts of this 
mutable planet, reach not here, or pass over without 
leaving any trace. The inhabitants are deficient in 
that public spirit which extends its cares beyond the 
horizon, and imparts trouble and perplexity from all 
quarters in newspapors. In fact newspapers are almost 
unknown in these villages, and as French is the current 
language, the inhabitants have little community of opin- 
ion with their republican neighbors. ‘They retain, 
therefore, their old habits of passive obedience to the 
decrees of government, as though they still lived under 
the absolute sway of colonial commandments, instead 
of being part and parcel of the sovereign people, and 
having a voice in public legislation. 

A few aged men, who have grown grey on their he- 
reditary acres, and are of the good old colorial stock, 
exert a kind of patriarchal sway in all matters of public 
and private report; their opinions are considered orac- 
ular, and their word is law. 

The inhabitants, moreover, have none of that eager- 
ness for gain, and rage for improvement, which keep 
our people continually on the move, and our country 
towns incessantly in a state of transaction, ‘There the 
inagic phrases, “ town lots,” “ water privileges,” “ rail- 
roads,” and other comprehensive and soul-stirring 
words, from the speculator’s vocabulary are never heard. 
The inhabitants dwell in the same houses in which their 
fore-fathers dwelt, without thinking of enlarging or 
modernizing them, or pulling them down and turning 
them into granite stores! They suffer the trees under 
which they have been born, and have played in infancy, 
to flourish undisturbed ; though by cutting them down, 
they might open new streets and put money in their 


pockets. Ina word, the almighty dollar, that great ob- 


ject of universal devotion, throughout our land, secms 


to have no genuine devotion in these peculrar villages, 
and unless some of its missionaries penetrate there, and 
erect banking houses and other pious shrines, there is 
no knowing how long the inhabitants may remain in 
their present state of contented poverty. 

In descending one of our great western rivers in a 
steamboat, I met with two worthies from one of these 
villages, who had been on a distant excursion —the long- 
est they had ever made, av they seldom ever ventured 
far from home. One was the great man, or grand sig- 
nor of the village; not that he enjoyed any legal privi- 
leges or power there, every thing of the kind having 
been done away when the province was ceded by France 
to the United Siates. His sway over his neighbors was 
merely one of custom and conviction, out of deference 
to his family. Besides, he was worth full fifty thou- 
sand dollars, an amount always equal in the imagina- 
tion of the villagers to the treasures of King Solomon. 

This very substantial old gentleman, though of the 
fourth or fifth generation of this country, retained the 


true Gallic stamp of features and peculiarity of deport- 4 


ment, and reminded me of one of those provincial po- 
tentates, the important man of petty aggrand izement, 
that are to be met with in the remote parts of France.— 
He was of a large frame, a gingerbread complexion, 
strong features, eyes that stood like glass knobs, and a 
prominent nose, which he occasionally regaled from a 
gold snuff box, and occasionally blew with a colored 
handkerchief, until it sounded like a trumpet. 

He was attended by an old negro, as black as ebony, 
with a huge mouth in continual grin. This was evi- 
dently a privileged and favorite servant, and one that 
had grown up and grown old with him. He was dress- 
ed in creole style—with white jacket and trowsers, @ 
stiff shirt collar, that threatened to cut off his ears, a 
bright madras handkerchief tied round his head, and 
large gold ear-rings, He was the politest negro I met 





with in a wide western tour; and thatis saying a great 
deal, for excepting the Indians, the negroes are the most 
gentleman-like personages one meets with in those parts. 
It is true they differ from the Indians in being a little 
extra polite and complimentary. Te was also one of 
the merriest, and here, too, the negroes, however we 
may deplore their unhappy condition, have the advan- 
tage of their masters, ‘The whites are, in general, too 
free and prosperous to be merry. The cares of main- 
taining their rights and liberties, and of adding to their 
wealth, engross all their thqughts, and dry up all the 
moisture of their souls. If you hear a broad, hearty, 
devil-may-care laugh, be assured it is a negroe’s, 

Besides this African domestic, the signior of a village 
had another no less cherished and privileged attendant. 
This was a huge dog, of the mastiff breed, with a deep 
henzing mouth, that gave an air of surly gravity to his 
physiognomy. He walked about the cabin with the 
air of adog perfectly at home, and who had paid for 
his passage. At dinner time he took his seat beside his 
master, giving hima glance now and then out ofa cor- 
ner of his eye, that bespoke perfect confidence that he 
would not be forgotten. Nor was he—every now and 
then, a huge morsel would be thrown to him, peradven- 
ture the half picked leg of a fowl, which he would re- 
ceive with a snap that sounded like the springing of a 


‘steel trap—one gulp and all was down; and a glance of 


the eye told his master that he was ready for another 
consignment, 

The other village worthy, travelling incompany with 
signior, was of a totally discreet stamp. He was small, 
thin and weason faced, such as Frenchmen are apt to 
be represented in caricature, with a bright squirril-like 
eye, and a gold ring in his ear. 

Compere Martin, as he was commonly called, was the 
factorum of the place—sportsman, school-master and 
land surveyor. He could sing, dance, and, above all, 
play on the fiddle, an invaluable accomplishment in one 
ofthese old French creole villages, for the inhabitants 
have an hereditary love for balls and fetes ; if they work 
but little they dance a great deal, and a fiddle is the joy 
their heart, 

What had set Compere Martin travelling with the 
grand signior, J could not learn; heevidently looked up 
to him with great deference, and was assidious in ren- 
dering him petty attentions; from which 1 conclude he 
lived at home on the crambs which fell from his table. 
He was gayest when out of sight, and had his song and 
joke when forward among the deck passengers; but, 
altogether, Compere Martin was out of his element on 
board of a steamboat. He was quite another being, | 
am told, when at home in his own village. 

Like his opulent fellow traveller, he too had his ca- 
nine follower and retainer—and one suited to his differ- 
ent fortunes—one of the civilest, home bred, most unof- 
fending little dogs in the world. Unlike the lordly 
mastiff, he seemed to think he had no right on board the 
steamboat; if you did not look hard‘ at him he would 
throw himself on his back, and lift up his legs as im- 
ploring mercy, » ~ 

At table he took his seat a little distance from his 
master, not with the bluff confident air of the master, but 
quietly and diffidently ; his head on one side, with one 
ear dubiously slouched, the other hopefully cocked up ; 
his under teeth projecting beyond his upper, and his 
eye wishfully following each morsel that went into his 
master’s mouth. ‘ 

If Compere Martin now and then should venture to 
abstract a morsel from his plate to give to his humble 
companion, it was edifying to see with what diffidence 
the exemplary little animal would take hold of it with 
the very top of his teeth, as if he had rather not, or was 
afraid of taking too great liberty. And then with what 
decorum would he eat! How ‘many efforts would he 
make in swallowing it, as if it stuck in his throat; with 
what daintiness would he lick his lips; and then with 
what an air of thankfulness would he resume his seat, 
with his teeth once more projecting beyond his nose, 
and one cye of humble expectation fixed on his master. 

It was late in the afternoon when the steamboat stop- 
ped at the residence of my fellow voyagers. It stood 
on the high bank of the river, and bore marks of having 
been a frontier trading post. There were the remains 
of the stockades that once protected it from the Indians, 
and the houses wege in the ancient Spanish and French 
colonial taste, the place having been successively under 
the dominion of both those nations, prior to the ceesion 
of Louisiana to the United States. 

The arrival of the signior with fifty thousand dollars, 
and his humble companion, Compere Martin, had evi- 
dently been looked forward to as an event in the villag. 
Numbers of men, women and children, white, yellow 
and black, were collected on the river bank; most of 
them clad in old fashioned French garments, and their 
heads decorated with colored handkerchiefs, or white 
night caps. The moment the steamboat came within 
sight and hearing, there commenced a waving of hand- 
kerchiefs, and a screaming and bawling of greetings, 
and salutations, and felicitations, that baffled all descrip- 
tion. The old gentleman of fifty thousand dollars was 
received by a train ofrelatives and friends, and children, 
whom he kissed on each cheek, and who formed a pro- 
cession in the rear, with a legion of domestics of all 
ages, fullowing him to a large old fashioned French 
house that domineered over the village. 

His black valet-de-chamber, in white jacket and trow- 
sers, and gold ear rings, was met onthe shore by a 
boon, though rustic companion, a tall negro fellow, with 
along, good humored horse face, which stood out in 
strong relief from beneath, a narrow-brimmed straw 
hat, stuck on the back of his head. The explosion of 
laughter of these two varieties on first meeting with 
each other, and exchanging compliments were enough 
to electrify the whole country round. 

The most hearty reception, however, was thut given 





to Compere Martin, Everybody, young rand old, hailed 
him before he got to land. Everybody had a joke for 
Compere Martin and Compere Martin had a joke for 
every body. Soon his little dog began to partake of his 
popularity, and to be caressed by every hand. Indeed 
he was quite a different animal the moment he touched 
the land ; here he was at home, here he was of conse- 
quence. He barked, he leaped, he frisked about his old 
friends, and then would skim round the place ina wide 
circle, as if mad. 

I traced Compere Martin and his dog to their home. 
It was an old, ruinous Spanish house, of large dimen- 
sions. ‘The honse had probably been the residefice, in 
old times, of the Spanish commandant. In one wing 
of this crazy but aristccratical abode was nestled the 
family of my fellow traveller; for poor devils are apt to 
be magnificently clad and lodged in the cast-off clothes 
and abandoned places of the great and wealthy. 

The arrival of Compere Martin was welcomed by a 
legion of women, children, and mongrel curs, and as 
poverty and gaiety generally go hand in hand among 
the French and their descendants, the crazy mansion 
soon resounded with loud gossip and light hearted 
laughter. 

As the steamboat passed a short time at the village, I 
took occasion to stroll about the place. Most of the 
houses were in the French taste, with casements and 
rickety verandas, but most of them in flimsy and ruin- 
ous condition. All the wagons, ploughs and other 
utensils about the place, were of ancient and inconveni- 
ent Gallic construction, such as had been brought from 
France in the primitive days of the colony. The very 
looks of the people remind me of the villages of France. 

As Lpassed-by one of the houses, the hum of a spin- 
ning wheel came issuing forth, accompanied by 4 scrap 
ofa song, which a girl was singing as she sat at her la- 
bor. It was an old French chanson, that I have heard 
many a time among the peasantry of Canguedoc ; and 
the sound of it brought many a bright and happy scene 
tomy remembrance. It was doubtless an old tradition- 
al song, brought over by the French emigrants and 
handed down from generation to generation. 

Half a dozen young lasses emerged from the adja- 
cent dwellings, reminding me, by their light step and 
gay costume, of scenes in ancient France, where taste 
in dress comes natural to every class of females. The 
trim bodice and colored petticoat, and little apron, with 
its pockets to receive the handS when in the attitude 
for conversation ; the colored hendkerchief wound taste- 
fully round the head, witn a coquetish knot perking 
above one ear and then the neat slipper and tight drawn 
stocking with its braier of narrow riband embracing 
the ancle where it peeps from its mysterious curtain, It 
is from this ambush that Cupid sends his most inciting 
arrows. 

While I was musing upon the recollections thus acci- 
dentally summoned up, I heard the sound of a fiddle 
from the mansion of Compere Martin—the signal, no 
doubt ofa joyous gathering. I was disposed to turn 
my steps thither, and witness the festivities of one of the 
very few villages that I had met with in my wide tour, 
that was poor enough to be merry ; but the betl of the 
steamboat summoned me to re-embark. 

As we sweptaway from the shote, I cast back a 
wistful eye upon the moss grawn roofs and ancient elms 
of the village, and prayed that the inhabitants might 
long retain their happy ignorance, their absence of all 
enterprise and improvement, their respect for the fiddle, 
and their contempt for the almighty dollar. 1 fear, how- 
ever, my prayer is doomed to be of no avail. In a little 
while the steamboat whirled me to an American town, 


just springing into bustling and prosperous existence. 


The surrounding forest had been laid out in town 
lots, frames of wocden buildings were rising from 
among stumps and burnt trees. The place already 
boasted a court house, a jail, and two banks, all built of 
pine. There were rival newspapers, together with the 
usual number of judges, and generals and governors, 
not to speak of doctors by the dozen, and lawyers by 
the score. 

The place [ was told, was in an astonishing career of 
improvement, with a canal and two railroads in em- 
bryo. Lots doubled in price every week ; every body 
was rich; and every body was growing richer. The 
community, however, was torn to pieces by new doc- 
trines in religion and political economy: there were 
camp meetings, and agrarian meetings; and an election 
was at hand which, it was expected, would throw the 
country into paroxysm. 

Alas! with such an enterprising neighbor, what is to 
become of the poor little creole village ?

To the Mechanics and Working Men 
of New York. 


Frienps ano Baorners,—An election for State and 
County Offivers is about to take place; the party papers 
have long been sounding the trumpet of preparation, an 
unusual Castle is seen in the camp of either party, the 
expectants of office and their friends are unceasing in 
their efforts to secure your votes ; forgetting slumber and 
needful rest, no effort is left untried to bias your y om 
ions, to warp your judgments, and lead you astray from 
the real questions which should be kept forever before 
you. These questions are of vital importance to the 
interests of the producing classes; they affect your busi- 
ness, your comforts, the amount of happiness you are 
deprived of, or enjoy they affect your families and 

our children, What are these questions, then, so dear 
o every feeling and every sentiment which should ani- 
mate an American_citizen? They are, 

First, such measures as will secure to every citizen 
the utmost freedom, the largest liberty to secure for him- 
self and children the means of living through all vicis- 
situdes; thatevery man should find within his own 
reach the means of happiness and contentment. Theo- 
retically we have all this already; but cunning and 
craft have so hedged in ali the avenues to trade by mo- 
nopolies and special privileges for the favored few, that 
civilized society presents only one picture—the increase 
of wealth on the one hand, with its consequent effect on 
the other, poverty like mildew blighting the efforts of the 
toiling iillions, 

The next subject, and scarcely secoad in importance, 
is the education of our children. Our fathers of the Rev- 
olution asserted that it was their intention to found a 
government upon virtue and intelligence, to abandon the 
evil example of European Aristocracies, their ignorance 
and prejudices, their seperate orders and partial legis- 
lation, and to make one family, with perfect equality, 
political and religions, of all the members of our great 
country. An object so holy, so worthy of our support, 
uponevhich we might feel assured that Heaven would 
smile and aid us, has, by our supineness, by the blind 
trust which we have placed in the hollow promises of 
office seekers, been too long overlooked ; we have been 
suffered to glow upto manhood without those opportu- 
nities for the acquisition of knowledge, left to grope al- 
most in the dark, and unaided by the State for those 
principles of Divinity, Science and Art which regulate 
the conduct ofcivilized men. An outrage so gross must 
end; we must labor continually for the elevation ot our 
Public Schools, until we place them upon the true Demo- 
cratic Platform, where the child of the poor man shall 
be enabled to start in the race of life upon a perfect equal- 
ity with the rich man’s child; where wealth shall no 
longer bestow an accidental advantage upon a small 
portion of the community over the large majority, their 
equals in the sight of God. 

The next question, and intimately connected with 
these, is the regulation of the currency. It would be an 
endless task to enumerate the evils endured by the pro- 
ducing classes which have flowed from our system of 
paper banking—a system so filled with evel, so replete 
with all corrupting influences, so demoralizing in its 
tendency, so basely unequal, that it constitutes the won- 
der of the age that a single swindling corporation should 
be permitted to issue its baseless rags as real money, 
when we call to mind the wrecks of fortunes which they 
have produced, and the plunder which the managers 
have secured, filehed from your hard and toil-bought 
earnings. How many of you fail to recollect that hav- 
ing received your wages on Saturday 7 the antici- 
pations which you have formed of the little fund which 
you were enabled to reserve, the air-built castles in 
which you might have seen your children revelling with 
an increase to their comfort, or perhaps a new garment 
for yourself might have figured in the perspective—fal- 
len—all your visions blasted by the simple announce- 
mert —“ the bank is broke;” what sickness of heart, 
what soul-sickening thoughts have weighed you down 
when contemplating the result of your labor, and what 
feelings of revenge have sprung up with power and 
miglit sufficient to have set the world on fire, had not 
your better judgments tempeced your animosity. 

There are other subjects running beside these three, of 
great importance, and each sufficient to command atten- 
tion, but subordinate to the means of living, education 
and the currency. ‘To keep these subjects out of sight, 
or so to mystify them as that we should no longer know 
them, has been the aim of politic&l leaders; and too 
well have they succeeded and profited by the supineness 
into which we have fallen; the fatal result is now before 
us; Party stands before owr country, and the assassin’s 
ery, ‘to the victors belong the spoils,” has become the 
acknowledged principle of party. 

Amid this desolation, this wreck of honesty, one man 
has stood up from your own ranks, one voice has been 
heard in the temple proclaiming the wrongs you have 
endured, demanding the restoration of your rights; one 
arm has been lifted to scare the vultures of party from 
the vitals of the people; one pen has statedly warned 
you of the dangers which have impended, or cheered 
you with tidings of the better times which are coming ; 
one sentinel has braved the malignity of faction, the ca- 
lumnies of disappointed partisans, the assaults of fac- 
tion, the storms of adversity—that sentinel is MicuaeL 
Watsm, He has never wavered; with constancy un- 
surpassed, he has enduged the ills of poverty, judicial 
tyranny and the torture of imprisonment, sustained 
alone by the justice, the righteousness of the cause which 
he has so nobly advocated. Amid this incessant strug- 
gle, this life of defence, his faults have been magnified, 
every departure from the strictest line of conventional 
propriety has blazoned forth and multiplied ; every de- 
nunciation of political turpitude; every reproach which 
he has uttered against public spoilers, if not couched in 
the silky sentimentality of a drawing-room lisp, has 
been denounced as coarse and rude; because he has as- 
sociated with the people; because their amusements 
have been his; because no artificial glass, no affectation 
ofa hollow and heartless polish have been permitted to 
come between him and the people, he has been censured 
as vulgar. But, fellow citizens, this is the common cant 
of the day, the last refuge of hopeless calumny! Ex- 
amine his life, weigh his every action in business, the 
private relations of his family, and what act can you 
find for reproach 2? What man is there, you who know 
him, with whom you would socner trust your property, 
your life, your honor? Notone. And now, that afier 
a life’s struggle, when it is plain to the dullest eye that 
upon your exertions, upon yewrselves, depends the es- 
tablishment Of the principles fur which your champion 
has so long battled, can it be that you will waver in 
the least? Will you—dare you shrink when victory is 
within your grasp? No!—t hear a universal shout 
that ensures a triumph. For the first time in the history 
of parties, the people breaking loose from the fetters of 
party, demand a return to the legislature of one of them- 
selves; they demand a representative from the work 
bench; they ask not only that they shall be heard in the 
Assembly of the people, but that one of themselves shall 
be there to speak that voice. 

Micuagst Wats, the honest, the unflinching advo- 
cate of the rights of man, against every effort of conser-

The next speaker was a Western Pioneer, who had 
travelled through Oregon and California. This man 
spoke with more than usual earnestness.

Three hearty 
cheers having been given for ‘‘ Mike Walsh,” they were 
returned with a like number for the Empire Club, afier 
which the band struck up, and the procession marched 
out, accompanied by many hundreds from the meeting. 

Silence being again restored, Doctor Douglass, from 
New London, came upon the platform and addressed 
the assembled thousands for nearly an hour, during 
which he paid a handsome tribute to my ability and in- 
tegrity, endursed all I had said in my speech, and fol- 
lowed up by as sound, sensible and explicit an appeal to 
the working classes, as I have heard for some time.-— 
The Doctor could not have felt otherwise than proud of 
the réception and applause which he received from the 
congregated thousands present. It being late when the 
Doctor concluded, and a motion to adjourn having been 
made and seconded, it was put and carried, and the 
vast multitude, after giving nine cheers for “ Wike 
Walsh, the Working Man’s Champion and Poor Man’s 
Friend,” quietly retired to their respective homes.

My 
segar being then lit, I started alone for Old Tammany 
without the slightest possible thought or concern ou my 
mind in regard to the result. Any quantity of idle ru- 
mors were afloat for days in regard to secret organiza- 
tions of well paid hirelings who were coming there to 
put me down; but | had achieved too many brilliant 
victrries in the Old Wigwam against odds which it will 
ever be utterly impossible to again array against me, 
and that tuo without receiving a single defeat or even 
check, to admit of my treating the matter otherwise than 
with the contempt it deserved.

Resolved, That the form of the ballots, to be given for 
the adoption or rejection of the suid amendments, shall 
be as follows: on such ballots as are given in favor of 
the adoption of said amendments, shall be written or 
printed, or partly written and partly printed, the words, 
Amended Conatttulion—Yes ;” and on such ballots as 
are given against the adoption of said Amendments, 
shall be written or printed, or partly written and partly 
printed, the words “ Amended Constitutien—No;” and 
the word “ Coustitution” shall be written or printnd, 
or partly written and partly printed upon the said bal- 
lots in such manner as that when such ballots are folded 
it shall appear upon the outside thereof. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of State forward imme- 
diately to the several County Clerks and Sheriffs of this 
State, a copy of the foregoing first and sccond Resolu- 
tions. And the said Clerks and Sheriffs shall cause the 
said Resolutions to be published once in each week in 
each newspaper published in their respective Counties, 
until the next Election, and also a notice that the said 
Amendments will be voted upon at the next General 
Election in the several Election Districts of the State. 

Resolved, That-at the next General Election, and at 
the same time when the votes of the Electors shall be 
taken for the adoption or rejection of the Amended Con- 
stitution, the additional Amendment in the words fol- 
lowing : 

“ Section —. Colored male citizens, possessing the 
qualifications required by the first section of the second 
article of the Constitution, other than the property qual- 
ification, shall have the right to vote for all officers that 
now are, or may hereafter be, elective by the People af- 
ter the first day of January, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-seven,” shall be separately submitted to the 
Electors of this State for adoption or rejection, in form 
following, to wit: 

A separate ballot may be given by every person, hav- 
ing the right to vote for the Amended Constitution, to 
be deposited in a separate box, 

Upon the ballots given for the adoption of the said 
separate Amendment, shall be written or printed, or 
partly written and partly printed, the words: 

"Equal Suffrage to Colored Persons ?— Yes.” 

And upon the ballots given ugainst the adoption of the 
said separate Amendment, in like manner, the words— 

“ Equal Suffrage to Colored Persons ?— No.” 

And on such ballots shall be written or printed, or 
j artly written and partly printed, the words— 

“ Constiiution: Suffrage,” 

In such manner that such words shall appear on the 
outside of such ballot when folded, 

If, at the said Election, a majority of all the votes 
given for and against the said separate Amendment shall 
contain the words “ Equal Suffrage to Colored Per- 
sons ?—Yes,” then the suid separate Amendment, after 
the first day of January, one thousand eight hundred and 
forty-seven, shall be a separate section of article second 
of the Constitution, in full force and effect, any thing 
contained in the Constitution to the contrary notwith- 
standing.
